F-lucie  Stewart,  line  coach,  and  Robert  Watkins.  freshmen  mentor,  the  moun- 
taineers took  second  place  in  the  Smoky  Mountain  Conference,  third  in  the 
North  State,  and  finished  with  a  total  score  of  2^6  points  to  the  opponents  29. 

At  the  spearhead  of  Appalachian  offense  clearing  the  way  for  the  quartet 
of  fleet  backs,  were  Captain  Cline  Farthing.  Ervin  Smith.  Loyd  Hobbs,  and 
Roy  Turbyfill.

Captain  Cline  Farthing's  last  season's  efforts  won  him  the  acclaim  of  all 
who  witnessed  his  performances  and  a  berth  on  both  conference  teams:  Foy 
Martin,  brilliant  quarterback,  led  his  team  to  prominence,  and  Johnny  Morris, 
reserve  back,  gave  beneficial  aid  to  Appalachian's  greatest  football  team.

Vanderbilt  Universitv.  and  Naval  Apprentice  being  numbered  among 
the  season's  victims. 

Without  question.  Robert  W.  Watkins  is  truly  a  great  wrestling  coach.  His  teams  com- 
mand the  admiration  and  respect  of  all  who  witness  them  in  action.  Pour  of  his  boys.  Captain 
Jimmy  Crooks.  Cline  Farthing.  Lloyd  Hobbs.  and  Milton  Gaskill  survived,  undefeated,  an 
almost   suicidal   schedule. 

To  climax  a  perfect  season  Appalachian  won  the  A.  A.  U,  wrestling  championship  of 
the  two  Carolinas.

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  Appalachian  was  repre- 
sented by  an  inter-collcgiate  boxing  team.  Although  new  and  inexperienced  in 
this  sport,  an  enviable  record  was  made.  In  Washington.  D.  C  her  winning 
streak  was  halted,  momentarily,  by  a  tie  with  the  famous  University  of  Colum- 
bus pugilists.  Meet  after  meet  opponents,  conceded  to  be  of  better  caliber,  were 
met  and  defeated.  The  University  of  Tennessee  was  pushed  aside  by  the  score 
of  5',^   to  2)4  .  and  Appalachian  resumed  her  march  of  victory. 

When  the  curtain  fell,  signalling  the  end  of  the  schedule,  only  one  defeat 
marred  a  very  satisfactory  season:  the  Charlotte  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  possessing  one  of 
the  best  amateur  teams  in  the  South,  nosed  out  Appalachian  in  a  clo.se  and 
rousing  match  by  the  score  of  5  to  ^. 

At  the  close  of  the  regular  season  popular  Coach  Brewer  entered  a  number  of 
his  boys  in  the  Carolinas  Golden  Gloves  tournament  held  at  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
Big  Len  Wilson  and  Joe  Yermala.  consistent  winners  all  year,  won  titles  in  the 
open  division:  in  the  novice  class  Marion  Query  and  Ted  Bartz  came  through 
with  two  more  championships.

The  recent  legislature  adopted  a 
new  charter  for  the  school  here  chan- 
ging: the  name  from  the  Appalachian 
Training  School  to  the  Appalachiaa 
State  Normal  School.  Thi.s  name  of 
course,  includes  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment and  the  High  School  Depart- 
ment. It  provides  that  the  board  of 
Trustees  shall  con.sist  'of  nine  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  governor  of 
the  .state.  They  are  required  to  meet 
once  each  year.  The  act  empowers 
the  trustees  to  secure  an  endowment 
fund  for  the  school  to  lend  to  wor- 
thy needy  students,  and  that  pro- 
ceeds from  the  electric  power  plant 
shall  be  applied  to  this  fund.  It  also 
incorpK>rateii  all  the  property  belong- 
ing to  the  school,  making  it  unlaw- 
ful to  fish  or  hunt  or  exerci.<e  any 
special  privileges  without  written  per- 
mission.
